The Og<1»n PolDt Case. 

Tho dofcndantin reply to the infornaQiioo of 
{'10 plQintiff admits'thatngrant byoharterwas 
niiido to tho Ijudson Bay Co. by the Idipei- 
ial Uovernmeni in 1819, of the Island of Van 
couver. 'I'ha Local Uovernmcnt had no 
power to mako olliuiiil maps, us ullof^od in 
tho iolormatiou, without tho conaent of tha 
UtidsuD I?ay Uo, 

A letter to Gov. Douglas from tha Doko 
af Nowoastlo, Juno 18(50, in reforunco to 
the ttaosfor of land from the Hadsoa liay 
Oo. to Her Mpjuaiy, included the lands pro- 
cmptod by the defendant. 

'I hu Undsnn Bay Co. wern the ooly aolh- 
ority conipotent to make an ofrtoial roup of 
tho town site of Victoria, aud ony map 
made after June, 18C0, could only bo bintJ' 
icR and valid and so lar as it was in aocord- 
anuo with tbo axpresBed wishes of the iiud- 
soQ Buy Co. 

In 1858, the Colonial Government mado a 
map ol a town site including tho laud in 
question. Tho Hudson Bay Co. claimed the 
land as their cwu privato property 
up to 18(52. 

No part ol tbo land claimed was sold eith- 
er by the Hudson Bay Co, or the Oolonial 
Govornment. 

Io Fohruory, 1859, tho Dudson Boy Co. 
objocttd to the eulo ol fluid land by tho Oo- 
lonial Government, took the managerooot in 
their own bands and made a now map of 
Victoria Oily, io which the town Iota were 
la DO way lecogoiz'd, and Mr Dalian stop- 
ped tbe sale of all said lands qy tbe Colonial 
Governmiot. 

Ill Janonry, 18G3, a map was sant to the 
ColcniQl Ollioe wiih 00 part of thii land 
marked within tho town situ, and from Fobi 
tuary, 1862, till Way, 18G3, no etepa were 
taken to treat it as a town tiio, or i.o jpoei.il 
inaltuctionB were sent to tbo Laod Ofhoo re- 
spccling Baid land, to deal with any of the 
seotioDS in any way whatever. 

The loud was never reserved by tho Colo« 
niul GovoiBment but was always looked upon 
as the properly of the Hudson Bay Co., aud 
aioce February, 1862, they have never dealt 
with or interfered ia any way except io con- 
nection with a pre-empiioD. 

The land wheu Bppli<d tor was unsold, 
uaoccupiod, unreserved Crown land, and 
not tbe site of an existent or proposed town, 
or auriferoDs land valaabfe for mining pur- 
poses. 

Tbe Corporation, altboogb i; includad a 
portion of this land within its limit;', never 
collected any taxes thcroon. When oppli- 
calion wan mudo lur the pre-emption, a trac- 
ing .\as made by Mr Tidomiin and ebowed 
to Mr Fcarse in this Laud Olfico.

The following summary of Cariboo news Is 
gleaned Irom tbo iSentiool : — Tbe Government 
Assay receipts during last year amounted to 
$2,477 75 ;— expenditure, §3,241 79, leaving 
a deficiency of $764, but that la more than 
covered by additional building and other 
facilities which will not be required again. 
Tha value of gold assayed daring tbo year 
was $488,887 69. 

Thera are about 3D0 Chinamen nt Qucanol 
forks, who, during tbo Bummorj have been 
mining, making from 50c lo §15 a day. Ouly 
one company of ud.ito men hiivo beea work, 
ing on Ibe North Fork, the Chinamen having 
this mining all lo Ihcmsclveg. 

On tbe 6lh of yanunry the thermometer at 
BitrkerviUo indicated 34° below zero, and 
on tbe following day, 38'=' above 1 Tbe mean 
temperature for December 1871 was 2 S!)<^ , 
Against I8,48'=> for tbe corresponding month 
in 1870, the highest point reaebed being SB^ 
above and tbe lowest 40*^ below zero.
